Meat Boycott Effect

Corn Yields Reflect Planting Date

“ Proper date of planting c ould bt* the 
most important factor in profitabel 
corn nroduction in Ohio.” savs 
lawrence N. Shepherd, Extension 
Agronomist 
at 
The 
Ohio 
State 
University. 
“ In our date of planting demon­ 
stration at the Ohio State Farm 
Science Review, we have averaged a 
93-bushel per acre difference in yield 
over the last four years,” the specialist 
continues. “ Yields have ranged from 
188 bushels per acre dow n to 95 bushels 
per acre. The 95 bushels were the 
result of June 15 date of planting. 
Yields drop fast when corn is planted 
after May IO. 
In 1908, farmers had planted about 
half of the corn by May IO, and in 1971, 
about 75 per cent, the specialist notes. 
Generally in Ohio, only about 30 per 


cent of the corn is planted in time for 
the best grain yield. 
“ In all areas of the state, except for 
an area in northeastern Ohio that 
includes all or parts of nine counties, 
corn should be nlanted bv Mav IO. In 
that area, planting should be com­ 
pleted by May 15, as indicated in the 
'Agronomy 
Guide,” 
Extension 
Bulletin 472,” Shepherd explains. 
Over a 20-year period, peak yields at 
Wooster have resulted from plantings 
made three days ahead of the date 
after which there is a Soper cent or less 
chance of frost. Shepherd believes 
planting three days ahead of the 50-50 
chance of frost date anywhere in the 
state will give similar high yield 
results. 
Maps in 
the 
“ Agronomy 
Guide” give 50-50 chance of frost dates 
for the entire state.

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Pointers From Penn!

Few current issues are of as much 
concern to consumers as the cost of 
purchasing our food 
and few of us 
realize how complex the problem is. 
Even when we have some idea why 
present conditions exist, it does not 
eliminate the immediate concern of 
how to feed one’s family without in­ 
creasing the strain on the* family 
Ixidget. 
TTiere are lots of reasons why the* 
cost of food has risen. Some are fairly 
obvious; others are not. 
To begin, bad weather during the 
last growing season was an imjiortant 
factor in present conditions. Not only 
were some crops extremely poor, but 
harvesting during the wet fall and 
winter was virtually impossible. 
Farmers were unable to get their 
heavy harvesting equipment into the* 
fields because of the mud. Thus, some 
ct ops simply rotted in the fields I m * fore 
they could be harvested. 
Poor weather conditions were not 
confined to the U.S.A., either. In fact, 
the* weather affected crops on a world­ 
wide basis and some countries are 
experiencing shortages for some 
commodities. 
Remember the* corn blight two years 
ago? That, plus the |x>or soybean 
harvest this year, has caused the* cost 
of feed grain to be up tremendously. 
This increases production costs for 
livestock producers and 
such in­ 
creases are passed on down the* 
production line until they finally reach 
the* consumer. 
Poor fishing conditions off the coast 
of Peru for the* anchovies used to make 
fish meal put added pressure on the* 
cost of feed grains. 
In addition, the cost elf fish as a 
protein foenl for human consumption 
also has risen and there are questions 
at present about whether it will I m * 
possible to increase the overal fish 
catch. It is possible that the fish catc h 
at its present le*ve*l is as large* as the* 
oc ean as an environment for fish life* 
can support. 
'I’he sale of grain to Russia and other 
countries has had an effect on the cost 
of food also. While* there has not been a 
direct relationship between the sale 
and increased food costs, the sale has 
eliminated the* surplus grain held by 
the government, meaning that there* 
will Im* little* or no carrryover of gram 
from this year to the* ne*xt. This acts to 
put more pressure on gram prices 
since it means there is no longes’ an 
almost unlimited supply available* as 
in the past.

of the ideal has decreased yield. I think 
this has been because of lack of stand 
when planting early, and the lack of 
stand is because of failure to control 
depth of seed placement. 


“ In the last four years, we have been 
able to hold yield levels up even when 
planting in late March and early April. 
We have held adequate stand even 
though the corn has been frosted back 
to soil level as many as three times.” 


When 
corn 
is 
planted 
early, 
Shepherd recommends controlling 


depth of planting at 1-4 inches. This 
keeps the growing point of the corn 
below the soil for frost Detection but 
allows a minimum distance for 
emergence. The earlier a corn hybrid 
is planted, the less leaf area each plant 
will have, so it is important to select a 
large-plant type. Shepherd prefers a 
full-season upright-leaf type. 
“ Do not evaporate moisture by 
working soil too long before planting,” 
the specialist warns. “ Work and plant 
the same day. Wuse insect and weed 
control chemicals.”

Ecological concerns are having an 
effect on food costs, too. Some prac­ 
tices which were acceptable a few 
years ago are no longer favored and in 
some cases even forbidden by law. 
Two examples are the use of DDT as a 
pesticide and DES Idiethy(stilbestrol) 
for cattle. I ’he damage done by some 
practices (such as these) is now 
Ixdieved to outweigh the benefits. 
Thus, we find we have goals which 
conflict - we want to increase our food 
supply and we don’t want to damage 
our environment. 
Perhaps the most important reason 
behind the rising costs is simply 
consumer demand. Over the years, 
particularly since the end of World 
War II, the standard of living for most 
of us has risen steadily. Many of us 
now take for granted luxuries un­ 
dreamed of thirty or forty years ago — 
and this includes food that has in­ 
creased fantastically in supply and 
variety since the turn of the century. 
As our incomes have risen, so have 
our 
appetites 
for 
some 
items, 
especially red meat. For example, 
consumption of beef was 03 pounds per 
capita in 1950. In 1972, it was 115 
pounds. 
In addition to our larger appetites 
for some commodities, we have ex- 
I WTI en red growth in total population. 
These two factors combined have 
served to double total red meat con­ 
sumption since 1940. 
Another part of the increased 
demand picture is related to the 
government food programs. For 
example, 
final 
stamps have con­ 
tributed to better diets for the low 


incom e families in our population, but 
at the same time have contributed 
about a three percent increase in 
demand. 
A final point for consideration is that 
economic decisions in other countries 
including those related to agriculture 
and final supply will affect what 


hap|M*ns in those areas in our own 
country. 
We are no longer isolated-few 
countries, if any, are. Because of jet 
air travel, television, satellites and 
other modern technology, we live in a 
“ world community” whose problems 
and concerns are interrelated. 
For the time In'ing, at least, we as 
consumers must recognize that we 
cannot “ have our meat and our money, 
tim.” If money is very tight for a 
family, then they must make some 
choices. Do they wish to spend more 
for the kinds of food they like and enjoy 
and do w ithout some other things? Or, 
are some changes in eating habits in 
order?

Considering

livestock operation? The key question 
appears to be, “ When does automation 
or mechanization pay?” 
Automation in the form of miKlern 
buildings and or equipment can be 
profitable only if it saves labor and 
other costs already employed, or if it 
expands volume of business with 
present labor enough to pay for the 
new investments. 
However, profit may not be the only 
justification for automation. “ Most 
everyone does some buying based on 
prestige, imitation, or pride even 
though these decisions may sometimes 
fie costly,” according to John Morre, 
Extension Economist at 'The Ohio 
State University. 
After 
studying 
a 
particular 
situation, economical decisions for 
investment in automation can be made 
rationally. Added returns should at 
least equal the added costs of the 
specific operation. Annual ownership 
or overhead costs added can be 
determined by multiplying the new 
cost of field equipment bv 20 Der cent 
and then dividing this annual cost by 
the hours of hired labor saved or the 
number of additional units produced. 
Multiply the new cost of livestock 
equipment by IO per cent and the new 
cost of farm buildings by 16 per cent. 
These percentage figures are used to 
calculate annual fixed costs of 
depreciation, interest, repairs, taxes, 
insurance, and shelter in the case of 
machinery. 
Here is an example showing how to 
calculate the added costs and added 
returns anticipated from addition of 
automated equipment, with figures 
supplied by Dr. Moore. Consider the 
possibility of purchasing a ’1,500 silo 
unloader with a planned life of eight 
years. 
According 
to 
your 
best 
estimates it is likely to save 225 hours 
of hired labor per year at $1.50 per 
hour. The annual fixed cost would 
equal $285, calculated by multiplying 
$1,500 by 19 per cent. The variable 
costs would Ik* electric and lubrication, 
which would amount to a few cents per 
hour or about $15 in this case. Added 
together, these give total costs of ! BOO 
The added income or reduced ex­ 
penditures (in this case 225 hours of 
labor time $150) equal $337.50. 
The calculated cost of tin.* unloader 
in this example turns out to be less 
than the hire rate you are paying. If 
the hired man or the operator labor is 
still on hand, though, then more 
animals must be handled to pay for the 
annual cost. If hired labor is not 
decreased or production increased, the 
added annual cost is the cost of 


leisure, assuming the released time 
created by the silo unloader is not 
productively employed on or off the 
farm. 
The demand for farm machinery 
and equipment can really be divided 
into two parts. One is the demand for 
improved work performance of new 
machinery. The other is demand for 
accessories 
associated 
with 
automation such as services which 
reduce worker’s effort and fatigue and 
increased personal comfort. 
“ There are only two ways to prevent 
higher overhead costs from causing 
lower profits,” Moore points out. “ One 
is to budget before you buy. If it is not 
profitable on paper, the chances are 
very high it won’t be profitable in 
actual practice.” The other prevention 
is: once you buy, initiate maximum 
use* of the equipment or facility. 
All of the so-called new progressive 
machinery and buildings may not spell 
profit on your farm, Moore said. “ Test 
them by budgeting to see if the in­ 
creased 
volume of production 
or 
reduced cost of labor will pay for the 
yearly cost of ownership.”

Soil Organic M atter Key 
To Pollution Control 


By NORRIS L. WILLIAMS 
Soil Resource Specialist 
Many studies have shown that soil 
organic matter itself has tremendous 
power to purify toxic substances. It 
has been reported by the Department 
of Agriculture that soil with more 
organic matter was able to prevent 
DDT and other pesticide residues from 
being absorbed by plants. In fact, with 
very few exceptions pesticides are 
readily absorbed by soil organic 
matter. 
Pickaway County has many soils 
relatively high in organic matter. Such 
soils as Brookston, Westland, Patton 
and Sloan have organic matter as mgn 
as 8 to 12 per cent in the surface 
horizons. These soils have tremendous 
purifying ability and fro this reason 
the use of many pesticides, especially 
in the western part of the county is 
much safer than many other areas in 
Ohio. 
Despite the knowledge that the 
organic part of the soil is the key to its 
purifying ability, people have shown a 
remarkable reluctance to return to the 
soil the organic materials it produces. 
For example, garbage, many crop 
residues, and even farm manure is 
often burned or buried instead of being 
composted into and used as fertilizer. 
The largest and best sources of 
humus for the soil are animal manures 
and even human wastes. Even though 
the soil can easily absorb and detoxify 
human wastes most people are 
reluctant to sanction the practice, 
fearing disease problems. This is not 


logical thinking, since raw human 
wastes are still being dumped into 
rivers, oceans, and lakes, without a 
second thought of the health con­ 
sequences. Many of the small villages 
in Pickaway County are dumping 
untreated human wastes into the 
Scioto River, Big Darby, Deer, Scippo, 
and Little Walnut ('reeks 24 hours a 
day, 365 days a year. Yet such wastes 
could be spread on the fields and 
detoxified within a few weeks. Ti 
would also be a much cheaper method 
of disposal, as the complicated sewage 
treatment plants required by present 
state laws are uuite costly. Several 
soils in grass and woodland throughout 
the county courld be utilized for the 
human waste disposal without causing 
any health hazards. 
Animal manure is of course the most 
natural source of fertilizer, yet 
because manure is more cumbersome 
and expensive to handle than synthetic 
fertilizers, farmers aren’t anxious to 
use it. However, on the other hand, 
thousands of dollars are being spent to 
construct animal 
sewage disposal 
plants rather than utilizing the natural 
soil envirnment. 
If we are going to begin controlling 
pollution we must stop thinking only 
about dollars and start looking at w hat 
is good for the environment as a whole. 
Of all our natural resources, soil 
deserves that kind of special con­ 
sideration because of its surprising 
ability to help correct mistakes that 
are made in other parts of the en­ 
vironment.

What aud When to Prune 
No doubt you are anxious to get at 
those shrubs and do a little pruning. 
Winter damage, excess growth and 
diseased parts are to be considered. 
But. Im*fore you prune a single shrub, 
take a good look at the shrubs you have 
- how much pruning is necessary, 
which shrubs should be pruned now 
and which ones later? 
Horticulturists at 1110 Ohio State 
University suggest you prune as little 
as possible so your shrubs will have 
more flowers. Some deciduous shrubs 
bloom in the spring and others in the 
summer. 'Hie ones to prune in early 
spring are the summer flowering 
shrubs. But the' blooms on siring 
flowering shrubs - the ones that bloom 
from spring until mid-June - are for­ 
mal on growth produced Hic previous 
year. If you prune these now, you’ll cut 
off the blooms. Prune early blooming 
shrubs as soon as tin* flowers fade* and 
Ix'fore new growth starts. 
Disinfect pruning tools after pruning 
diseased parts of plants. Denatured 
alcohol will do the job. If you don’t 
have denatured alcohol, try any kind of 
alcohol you have on hand. It may not 
kill the disease hut the plants may die 
happier. 
( biliferous Fvergreens 
I .ate spring is a good tune to shape 
up the evergreen tree growing in your 
yard. Prune a pine by removing one- 
half of the new shoot. Do not damage 
needle tips that are left on the Iris* 
localise cut needles tend to turn 
brown. 
Reduce open spaces on a spruce tree 
bv cutting off one-half of the leader, or 
terminal shoot. Do it in the spring 
when the new needles are about half 
developed Keep side branches from 
growing out of hounds by removing 
terminal buds. This not only slows 
outward growth hut also helps to make 
the plant more bushy. 
lf your tree is already too wide, you 
can narrow it by cutting the branches 
Rick to an inner bud. 
Replace a lost leader - that’s tin* 
terminal or top shoot - by tying one of 
the branches in the topwhorl to a 
vertical brace. And if your conifer is 
developing, two leaders, cut the weaker 
one off in early spring, A tree with 
more than one leader is weaker arid 
less attractive than a tree with a 
single, strong central leader.

Disbarred, as a 
felon, from the practice of law? 
Wearing striped pajamas and a 
number? The mind boggles. 
Nevertheless, consider. Watergate 
was clearly an enterprise of CREEP, 
the Committee to Re-Elect the 
lYesident. John Mitchell had resigned 
his [Mist at the Justice Department to 
bike over as campaign manager, and 
was in charge at CREEP. Right after 
the Watergate bust, he resigned for 
personal reasons, his wife providing 
humorous and colorful copy for the 
[tapers. 
In 
his 
principal 
subsequent 
statement on the matter, the ITesident 
denied that anyone “ now” in the 
Administration had anything to do 
with it. He has also extended executive 
privilege to protect former members 
from interrogation. 
But is it possible that Mitchell 
engineered Watergate without Nixon 
knowing about it? 
Yes, in my opinion. Prior to the 1968 
Presidential campaign, Nixon and his 
inner circle thoroughly analyzed the 
shortcomings of Nixon’s 1960 cam­ 
paign against Kennedy. A principal 
one was his failure to appoint a single 
campaign manager with complete 
authority over all details. In 1960, 
Nixon himself ran the campaign, 
wearing 
himself 
out, 
botching 
decisions. In 196® everything was 
different. Ifs like choosing a surgeon, 
one of the pros said to me. You put 
yourself completely in his hands. In 
1968, John Mitchell was the surgeon, 
completely in charge. Nixon himself 
was virtually a spectator. 
In 1972, Mitchell was again to be the 
surgeon in charge. Only this time, it 
may be, something went terribly 
wrong. But it can’t be avowed without 
making a mockery of Nixon’s— 
perfectly valid law-and-order stance.

Even the magnificent strides in 
space and in moon walks, and the 
complexities of modern computers, 
are iasignificant when compared with 
the wonders of the human body. And 
one of the wonders is the answer to 
your question. 
A healthy body is one that is in good 
balance. The hormones that circulate 
in the blood are in gooed balance. The 
rate of heart beat and the rate of the 
breathing apparatus are in good 
ba lance. 
The many chemicals that circulate 
in the blood are in good balance. 
Similarly, the balance between the 
germs, or bacteria, that lie on our skin 
and are on the surfaces of the mouth, 
the stomach, and the intestinal tract 
are in balance with our built-in 
protective devices. 
Many germs are entirely harmless, 
and may even play a part in the 
manufacture of 
some 
vitamins 
essential to health. 
Other germs known as “pathogens,” 
or disease-producing germs, may not 
cause infection or disease because our 
body defenses are so good. When 
there is a disturbance of thes defense 
mechanisms, then disease-causing 
germs may flare up and become ac-

You ask about complications in the 
hope, I am sure, that this might be a 
persuasive force in inducing your 
husband to modify his patterns of 
living. 
Hemorrhages from the site of an 
ulcer can occur. The ulcer may grow 
deeper, and even completely perforate 
the 
stomach, 
causing 
a 
dire 
emergency which necessitates im­ 
mediate surgery. 
Any reasonable person can be made 
aware of the risks of neglecting ulcers.

POWS Treated Better As W ar Drew Near 1970s F°r M un icipal Park

While 1967 was an improvement over 
1966, the change came slowly. On Oct. 
25, the North Vietnamese implemented 
a new plan whereby they isolated ll 
leading trouble makers at a notorious 
camp known as Alcatraz. 
Alcatraz consisted of a very small 
courtyard with one cellblock con­ 
taining IO adjacent cells, plus a nearby 
cellblock consuming of three cells. 
The lineup was: I. Howie Rutledge; 
2. Harry Jenkins; 3. Sam Johnson; 4. 
Bob Shumaker; 5. Hon Storrz; 6. 
Nelson Tanner; 7. George Coker; 8. 
George McKnight (who had escaped 
with Coker a month previously); 9. 
vacant; IO. myself. 
In the 
three-cellblock: 
ll. 
Jim 
Mulligan; 12. vacant; and 13. James 
Stockdale. 
On arriving at Alcatraz, we were 
shocked to find these cells were so 
small. They had no windows, only 
small vent holes and only 48 inches 
square for romping room at the end of 
the bed. 
The beds were bamboo strips 
deliberately designed to be un­ 
comfortable. My own bed had a 
protruding nail. 
I told them about the nail a few times 
and they ordered me not to touch it, 
saying it was there for a purpose. The 
nail finally wore a nasty black hole in 
my back which remained infested for 
two years. 


We set up routine covert audio and 
visual communications campwide. 
Our routine was simple. During the 
day when they needed to move us 
about, one at a time, to empty buckets, 
for bath or to pick up our food, we were 
not in irons. But about 5 or 6 p.m., they 
put us in light traveling irons until 7 or 
8 a m. 


When dumping buckets, we used a 
syncopated brushing of the broom 
along the inside of the bucket to send 
short messages such as, “ I ’m okay.” 
Or “ HBD S J” (Happy Birthday, Sam 
Johnson). Or “ M X” (Merry Christ­ 
mas). 


When the other guys finished 
dumping in the community hole, my 
job was to clean up tile leavings in the 
hole area. I used this opportunity to 
brush out a longer message, usually a 
witty rebuttal of the baloney we got on 
the morning radio. 


The irons were not discontinued as a 
routine punishment at Alcatraz until 
Tet of 1968, and we were pretty much 
left alone until December 1968, though 
much harassment and torture for 
exploitation was being applied to some 
individuals and groups at other camps 
during ’67 and ’68. 


Stockdale was running the* camp, 
and we all recognized that we were 
lucky to have been exempted from the 
exportation treadmill even though we 
lived in bad conditions. 
'Trouble began about the time on 
which the North Vietnamese appeared 
to anticipate a general release in 
Dear Abby:

lust before the 1968 U.S. presidential 
elections. (Of course we had firm 
policy against accepting “ early” 
release, meaning without a settlement 
resulting rn a normal propaganda-free 
release). 
After the election, there was a 
startling change in the attitude of the 
North Vietnamese at Alcatraz. For the 
next IO months there was a concen­ 
trated torture purge for propaganda 
purposes. 
During this purge from December 
1968 until October 1969,1 was tortured 
three tunes and everyone was torturer! 
at least once. 
Stockdale left camp in late January 
1969 as a result of a very brave act in 
which he called a camp fast as a 
protest against brutal treatment to 
Harry Jenkins on a night when Harry 
was very sick. 
Our reaction to this treatment also 
included loud shouting and pounding 
on our doors which caused them much 
embarassment since it must have been 
heard over all that section of Hanoi. 
The torture purge began with forcing 
some of us to write requests for am­ 
nesty. However, when it ultimately 
became apparent that North Vietnam 
and the new U.S. administration could 
not arrive at a mutually accepted 
settlement, the purge continued with 
different objectives, such as letters to 
your old squadron asking men to 
recognize that the United States was 
wrong in the war, etc. 
By the end of this purge, one man 
was almost dead and all of us were in 
very bad physical and mental shape. 
As senior officer I was especially 
saddened at the condition of the others. 
Then suddenly in October I was caught 
communicating and for the first time 
during my stay in Hanoi I was not 
severely punished or tortured. 
And further signs developed that 
treatment was significantly changing. 
In November we began to get a 
meager breakfast for the first time, 
something like bread or sugar or 
peanut lirittle. 
And our cigaret ration increased 
from three to six per day. On Dec. 8, 
another symptom of changed policy 
developed when nine of us were 
brought l>aek to I-cs Vegas. 
The man left behind was in frightful 
physical condition and could easily 
have died soon thereafter. 
By this move, the Vee, knowing that 
we would find a way to communicate 
w ith the rest of Vegas, and that I would 
act to try to stiffen that camp, showed 
that their ambitions for exploitation of 
I’Ws were being sharply lowered. 
When we arrived at Vegas, we were 
placed in solo again but one of the 
senior North Vietnamese officers who 
had supervised the entire torture 
program since 1965 made a startling 
announcement to me. 
His double talk was that the official 
humane policy of the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam ( D RV) toward its 
war prisoners had been coasistently 
humane for 2,(KH) years but that 
recently he and a number of other 
officers and guards had been required 
to perform selfcriticism acts before his 
own people 
a typical Communist 
method used by governments to 
disavow previous policies. 
Ile told mc they had been required to 
acknowledge the fact that they had 
misapplied this humane policy in our 
case and that henceforth treatment 
would be drastically improved. 
Of course, I thought this sinister man 
was throwing some kind of curve ball 
but in general, his words proved to be 
true. 
From then on, to my knowledge, the 
Vee never administered torture for 
purposes of extracting propaganda, 
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and opportunity for exercise and rec­ 
reation were greatly increased. 
I have good reason to believe that a 
number of newly shot down men were 
later tortured for what the Vee con­ 
sidered hot operational military in­ 
formation. 'There were also subsequent 
periods of use of stocks, beatings, 
solitary confinement, etc., but these 
were done in the name of camp se­ 
curity or similar grounds in which the 
Vee probably felt they had some sort of 
real moral justification. 
Treatment never reached Geneva 
Convention standards but for the main 
U)dy of POWS, the general change was 
as from night to day. 
At Vegas I immediately put out 
policies to stop further reading of 
“news” from Vietnamese News 
Agency (VNA) on the camp radio and 
to discontinue such things as voluntary 
trips to war museums in civilian 
clothes. 
I also deemed it necessary to call a 
voluntary two-week diet ending in a 
Iwo day fast as a passive protest 
agaiast 
a 
Vee 
effort 
to 
flaunt 
discrim inatory treatment 
within 
Vegas as a means of promoting 
dissension among as. Sick and very 
thin men were ordered not to take part 
but in spite of this order, participation 
was almost unanimous. 
They had obtained partial success 
with 
their 
“ special 
treatm ent” 
program and though I knew my fasting 
order was not popular, I thought it an 
appropriate protest in that our refusal 
to accept necessities would demon­ 
strate we could not be divided by the 
proffering special privileges. 
During 1969, solitary confinement in 
Vegas was slowly phased out and we 
were afforded the opportunity to play 
ping pong and a sort of French pool 
game. 
Since late ’69, we had started 
receiving regular packages from 
home. I think the rate of receipt was 
quarterly with a special package at 
Christmas. These packages were 
heavily pilfered and some men did not 
receive them regularly. 
Regular monthly mail had been

On Dec. 26, 1969, the move to Camp 
Unity represented the first time in 
which all known Hanoi PWs were 
concentrated in one camp. Many of us 
later attributed this consolidation in 
Hanoi to Vee desire to achieve better 
security following the Son Tay raid.

I LEXINGTON, Ky. (AP) - 
Kelly Carter, as the saying 
goes, doesn’t look like some­ 
body you’d buy a car from, 
but a lot of people have. 
I /ess than a year after en­ 
tering the once all-male pro­ 
fession, the attractive, ar­ 
ticulate 22-year-old blonde is 
one of the top salespersons at 
a local car dealer. 
“ I went to buy a car one day 
and every time the salesman 
told me something about it I 
told him twice as much,” she 
said, 
recalling how she 
.started in the business. 
“ He said, ‘You ought to be 
selling’ and I told him I didn’t 
think there was a dealer in 
town who was brave enough 
to hire me. 
“ The sales manager called 
the next day and offered me a 
job.” 
Kelly already know auto­ 
mobiles inside out from the 
years she had spent working 
in her brother’s body shop in 
Pikeville, Ky. 
“ It always disturbed my 
mother to think of her daugh­ 
ter as a grease monkey,” she 
laughed. 
Kelly, whose real name is 
Carolyn, said at first she had 
a harder time selling herself 
to the people she worked with 
than to the customers. 
“ They didn’t think I was 
going to work out,” she re­ 
called. “ I think they felt it 
was a little like an invasion.” 
The first place she worked 
gave her the name “ Kelly,” 
she suspects so customers 
who saw her name in adver­ 
tising brochures wouldn’t be 
put off by the idea of a sales­ 
woman. 
“ Some people still come in 
and think I ’m a secretary,” 
she said. “ One man didn’t 
think I could answer his ques­ 
tions about cars. I bet him $51 
could answer any question 
and I won.” 
At first, she said, when a 
husband and wife came in “ I 
talked just to the husband, 
but that didn’t work.” 
“ Now, I make much more 
of an effort to get to know the 
wife first. I feel an obligation 
to let her know I’m here 
strictly as a saleswoman,” 
she said. “ Besides, a lot of 
times it’s the woman who 
makes the decision on buying 
• car.” 


Occasionally, she said, a 
customer — especially a man 
will get nervous when she 
wants to take him out for a 
test drive, 
“ Most men have a bad 
opinion of women drivers,” 
she said.

She admitted that every 
woman isn’t right for the job. 
“ She can’t be shy,” Kelly 
said, “and she can’t be overly 
feminine.”

Washington D C. where he fasted and 
prayed on each step of the Capital 


building in 1968 On a second walk, he 
journeyed from Bucyrus to 
Van­ 
ceburg, Ky. and on a third, he walked 
from Frankfort to I Lexington, Ky. 


During the first walk, Dr. Martin 
Luther King was assasinated, and 
during the second, Sen. Robert Ken- 
iK*dy was shot and killed. While there 
is no direct connection. Rev. Runvon’s 
followers believe that this was Cod’s 
way of showing people the seriousness 
of the time in which we live when 
lawlessness is rampant. 


He believes he is a “ prophet of Cod, 
appointed to show people that we are 
falling away, from dead, formalized 
religions.
